Resolved,  By  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives 
of  the  state  of  Michigan^  That  there  shall  be  printed  in 

pamphlet  form,  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  three  thousand  copies  of  the  acts  and  resolutions 
passed  during  the  present  session  of  the  legislature. 
That  said  printing  shall  be  completed  within  two  months; 
and  that  so  much  of  any  acts  or  resolutions  as  contra- 
venes the  provisions  of  this  resolution  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

That  the  secretary  of  state  be  required  to  transmit 
to  the  clerks  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  copies  of  the  laws  to  supply  the  sev- 
eral county  and  township  officers  agreeably  to  the  laws 
now  in  force. 

The  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  distribute  in  like  manner,  in  just  proportions, 
the  laws  passed  by  the  legislative  council  of  the  late 
territorial  government. 

There  shall  be  published  in  pamphlet  form,  under  the 
direction  of  the  secretary  of  state,  five  hundred  copies 
of  this  journals'of  the  present  and  preceding  sessions 
of  the  legislature;  that  said  printing  shall  be  comple- 
ted on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  next,  and 
that  so  much  of  any  act  or  resolution  as  contravenes 
the  provisions  of  this  resolution  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.
